Subject: 
“The Tarahumara Indians of Northern 
Mexico” 


Some 350 miles south of El Paso, Texas 
in the Sierra Madre mountains of 
Chihuaua, live the largest and most con- 
servative Indian tribe north of Mexico 
City — the Tarahumara. Numbering 
40,000, this isolated culture has effec- 
tively resisted the influences of modern 
society, and Know nothing of such 
luxuries aS money or automobiles. When- 
ever outsiders have established settle- 
ments in the Sierra Madre, the Tarahumara 
have quickly moved believing that their 
own security lies in solidarity. 


Our speaker for June is anthropologist 
Dr. Allen G. Pastron, who experienced, 
first-hand, the lifestyle of the Tarahumara 
during a year and a half of field work in 
the Sierra Madre. Dr. Pastron is Assistant 
Professor of Anthropology at the Univer- 
sity of Santa Clara, and has written many 
articles on the ethnography of North 
American Indian tribes including one 
piece, entitled, ‘“‘Tarahumara Transhum- 
ance” which appeared in Pacific 
Discovery in November, 1975. 


In his slide-lecture presentation, Dr. 
Pastron will focus on the unique aspects 
of this proud and sheltered culture and 
share his personal experiences with the 
cheerful and friendly Tarahumara. 


As usual, your membership card admits 
you through the main entrance at Cowell 
Hall. For the matinee presentation you 
may be asked to present it once more at 
the auditorium door.

Man in Space: Our New Environment 
takes you on a tour of our future in space 
with models of a proposed space settle- 
ment, complete with recreational, farm- 
ing and industrial facilities. Other scale 
models include a giant ‘‘space- ear’ to 
be used in the search for extraterrestrial 
intelligence, and the various spacecrafts 
used in the Mercury, Gemini and Apollo 
programs.

It’s Junior Academy Season! 
Registration for the highly popular 
summer sessions at the Junior 
Academy takes place on Saturday, 
June 18 between the hours of 10 and 4 
in the Morrison Auditorium. Classes 
will be offered in each of two sessions, 
the first running from June 20 through 
July 23 and the second from July 25 
through August 20. 


There are a total of 20 classes includ- 
ing two extensive field courses offered 
this year, each one taught by profes- 
sional teachers, graduate students or 
members of the Academy staff. Most 
courses are for students from 9 to 18 
years of age, but two of the classes 
are for children 6 through 8 and their 
parents. The classes are lab, lecture or 
field work, and many are a mixture of 
all three. 


The classes offered to the younger set 
(6 through 8) are Nature Study, a 
general overview of the natural 
sciences and an introduction to the 
use of microscopes in the lab, and a 
new class on The Honeybee in Nature 
and in the Man-made Hive. In this 
course you will study the biology of 
bees, sample a variety of honey and 
learn the bee’s favorite flowers. Chil- 
dren registered in these classes must 
be accompanied by a parent. 


For students 9 through 18, the follow- 
ing courses are offered: Entomology, 
Arachnology, Aquatic Organisms, 
taught in the aquarium before the 
museum opens to the public, Practical 
Observational Astronomy, taught in the 
planetarium on Saturdays”, Field Bot- 
any, Ichthyology, Ornithology, Mam- 
malogy, Art in Nature, Herpetology, and 
Animal Biology, a basic introductory 
course for young biologists. Several 
new classes are offered this year, in- 
cluding Animal Architecture, Human 
Evolution, Geology/Minerology, and 
The Biology of Coral Reefs*. Rooftop 
Astronomy’ is the first family evening 
course offered at the Junior Academy 
and offers an opportunity to observe 
the night sky through a telescope. 


Education and Travel Notes 


The two field courses offered this year 
include the popular Intertidal Organ- 
isms of Bodega Bay, taught by our I.Z. 
staff members at the Pacific Marine 
Station. The other is a new field course 
in mountain biology, entitled, Natural 
History of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 
You will be based at Camp Leonard in 
the Sierras at 5,500 feet, near Lake 
Tahoe, at the San Francisco State 
University field camp for this week- 
long problem solving course.

Rogue River Rafting: 
July 30-August 3 


We didn’t spot Big Foot last year, but we 
did see eagles, osprey, bear and deer, 
inhabitants of the beautifully lush Rogue 
River Canyon. The Rogue alternately 
tumbles over boulders and flows serenely 
through the forest. At Mule Creek the 
river funnels and churns into a narrow 
deep rock gorge. At other points, the 
water collects in warm pools, ideal for 
swimming. Experienced boatmen will 
guide the rafts and cook the meals from 
Saturday, July 30 through lunch on 
Wednesday, August 3. We will sleep 
under the stars. There will be small in- 
flatable kayaks for the participants to 
paddle. One layover day will be spent 
hiking, fishing, sunbathing or photo- 
graphing in the beautiful canyon.
